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Reason for Allowance 

Claims3-4 and 6 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 2004/0146452. 

Claims 3-4 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a dielectric support board, wherein said electrical 
connection extends over said support board and said at least one electrical wire is 
arranged between said absorber body and said support board in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the base claim. 

Claim 6 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a further optical subassembly and a further electrical 
connection between said electrical subassembly and said further optical subassembly, 
said further electrical connection including at least one further electrical lead, the 
arrangement including at least one further electrically non-conductive electromagnetic 
absorber body arranged to at least partly cover said at least one further electrical lead in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim.
